Texas Supreme Court 
To Rule on Jurisdiction 


AUSTIN, Tex. (AP) — The Texas Supreme 


Court agreed today to listen to debate over 
whether the Railroad Commission has tte 
jurisdiction to settle a natural gas dispute. 


Oral arguments were scheduled for Nov. 20. 
There were nine applications for the high 


court to hear the case, and 31 other briefs 
were filed—possibly a record—supporting the 
applications. 


The suit involves Austin, San Antonio and 


the Lower Colorado River Authority, which 
supplies more than 30 Central Texas com- 
munities with electrical power generated 
from natural gas. 


The cities and LCRA asked the Railroad 


Commission last year to apportion gas to them 
in the public interest. They said contracts 
between Lo-Vaca Gathering Co. and several 
companies were shams designed to frustrate 
the commission's legal power to give 
preference to suppliers of citizen consumers. 


Austin District Court Judge Herman Jones 


and the 3rd Court of Civil Appeals here each 
ruled that the commission had the power and 
the jurisdiction. 


The commission appealed the rulings to the 


Texas Supreme Court, claiming, "It is funda- 
mental that the commission is without 
statutory authorization to construe or nullify 
contracts and the rights of the parties 
thereunder." 
Rockefeller Declining 
Reporters' Questions 


WASHINGTON (AP; — Vice President- 


designate Nelson A. Rockefeller has 
promised to release more information this 
week on his gifts and loans, but he has 
clamped a lid on answers to reporters' 
questions until he resumes congressional 
testimony on his nomination. 


In a two-page statement 
Tuesday 


night,Rockefeller said "it has become 
physically impossible to do the research and 
obtain all the information requested by the 
press" while at the same time fulfilling 
responsibilities to his family and con- 
gressional investigators. 


"Therefore, I am deferring answering 


further questions until I appear in person 
before the congressional committees," he 
said. 


The Senate Rules Committee has recalled 


the multi-millionaire to testify Nov. 13 amid 
disclosures that he made gifts or forgave 
loans totaling nearly $2 million to public of- 
ficials and staff aides during his 15 years as 
governor of New York, and owed about $1 
million in federal taxss and interest for dis- 
allowed deductions. 


The House Judiciary Committee is to 


conduct hearings on President Ford's 
nomination of Rockefeller after the Senate 
panel has completed its probe. 


Rockefeller said he would make public this 


week a list of all political contributions of less 
than $3,000 by himself and his wife between 
1957 and Oct. 1 and all loans to individuals 
during the same period. 
Erwin's Arraignment 
On DWi Postponed 


AUSTIN (AP) — The arraignment of 


University of Texas regent Frank Erwin on 
charges of driving while intoxicated was 
postponed today until Dec. 4 at the request of 
the defense. 


Erwin's lawyer, Roy Minton, told County 


Court at Law Judge Jerry Dellana the defense 
was not ready and he requested a delay. 
Minton reiterated to reporters that Erwin will 
plead innocent at the arraignment. 


Dellana, who moves up to district judge in 


January, said he expected the trial to be held 
in January. 


No mention was made of moving the trial to 


another county, as was done when Erwin won 
acquittal from a Belton jury or. a similar 
charge in 1972. 


Erwin was arrested at 2:20 a.m. Oct. 8 by 


patrolman John Mitchell, who said the regent 
drove the wrong way on a oneway street and 
then "weaved over the yellow (center) line 
continuously" for five blocks on another 
street. 
Material Not Studied, 
Ray's Lawyer Claims 


MEMPHIS, Term. (AP) — Attorney Percy 


Foreman never examined a file of material 
gathered on behalf of James Earl Ray when 
Foreman was defending Ray in the Martin 
Luther King Jr. slaying, according to a 
Memphis lawyer. 


Russell Thompson, who said he was hired 


as Ray's local counsel, told a federal court 
hearing Tuesday that he would have expected 
defense attorneys to look at the two files of 
documents collected by one of his in- 
vestigators. 


Thompson said neither Foreman nor 


previous Ray defense attorney Arthur Hanes 
Sr. of Birmingham, Ala., had attempted to 
look at the files. 


Ray, 46, is attempting to withdraw his 


guilty plea and stand trial in the April 4,1968, 
King slaying. 


Ray's attorneys attempted Tuesday to lay 


the groundwork for their contention that 
neither Foreman nor Hanes pursued a sup- 
portable defense before Ray pleaded guilty 
and accepted a 99-year prison sentence. 
Pork Price Is Above 
Cattle in Kansas City 


KANSAS CITY (AP) — For nearly a week; 


the price of a pound of pork on the hoof has 
defied tradition by remaining higher than the 
price of a pound of beef on the hoof. 


"Not too many times in history has this 


been true," Don Spalding, president of the St. 
Joseph Stock Yards Co., said Tuesday. 


Market experts and farm authorities 


agreed the main reason is a glut of animals on 
the cattle market, which has depressed prices 
by at least one third since early in the year. 


Spalding said that at the same time hogs 


have been getting scarcer as the result of de- 
cisions by farmers last spring and last fall to 
raise fewer pigs. 


"And there has been a more orderly 


, marketing of hogs," he said. 


No one was,willing to speculate on how long 


the upside down price situation might con- 
tinue. 


Observers of the cattle market are in 


general agreement that it will take that in- 
dustry from two to four years to work itself 
out of its miseries. 
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Consultation Center 
Provides Counseling, 
Therapy For Needy

The Navarro County Con- 


sultation Center created in 1969 
provides numerous 
services 


that 
include providing an 


outreach clinic for Terrell State 
Hospital outpatients, marital 
counseling, family counseling 
and therapy, processing of 
applicants for the Mexia State 
School, and treatment of drug 
related problems. 


The newest addition to the 


Navarro County Consultation 
Center 
is 
the 
alcoholism 


treatment program. 


The Navarro County Con- 


sultation Center is a United 
Fund Agency which is allocated 
to receive $10,000 provided the 
UF reaches its goal of $130,000. 


The alcoholism program was 


made possible by an $18,813 
grant from the Texas Com- 
mission on Alcoholism. The 
state makes possible 62 per 
cent of the funds and the center 
must match 32 per cent of the 
money locally. 


James Stevenson, alcoholism 


counselor, explained that the 
program initiated here Sept. 1 
provides 
information, 


education counseling, group 
therapy, and referral services 
to other agencies. 


"A person is or can become 


an alcoholic if and when he 
begins to have problems, be 
they job, maritial, social, legal, 
spiritual, or physical resulting 
from 
his 
consumption 
of 


alcohol," Stevenson said. 


"Alcoholism has no respect 


to socio-economic variables 
such as ethnic, income, race, 
religion, 
creed, 
or 
sex," 


Stevenson pointed out. 


"There is no such individual 


as a typical alcoholic. All 
alcoholics have arrived at a 
particular stage by different 
routes. Some are 
potential 


alcoholics, 
some are going 


through the crucial and chronic 
phases and some have reached 
the bottom," he added. 


Stevenson pointed out that 


there is no typical age for 
alcoholism, but notes that most 
alcoholics are between the ages 
of 20 to 55. 


"Alcoholism use to be the 


older persons problem today it 
is 
becoming 
the 
younger 


person's problem," he said. 


"There is a tremendous rise 


in women problem drinkers," 
he pointed out. 


"Women are finding it more 


acceptable to drink," he said. 


Stevenson pointed out that at 
one time the woman drinker 
would drink at home outside the 
social reams, but today there is 
not as much stigma attached to 
the women who drinks in 
public. 


The 
alcoholism 
program 


provided 
at 
the 
center 


presently has 25 clients who are 
charged on a sliding scale 
accoridng 
to income. 
The 


center also sponsors a free 
walk in clinic for problem 
drinkers at the center located 
at 216V2 N. Main St. The open 
informal meeting of the clinic is 
held 
from 
9:30-11:30 a.m. 


Mondays and Fridays and from 
7-10 p.m. Thursdays. 


Stevenson pointed out that 


the 
center's 
alcoholism 


program works closely with the 
local chapter of Alcoholics 
Anonymous. 


Stevenson, 
a 
native 
of 


Chicago, is presently working 
toward his doctors degree in 
political science at Texas A & 
M University. His graduate 
work is in psychology. 


"I became interested in the 


field of alcoholism two years 
ago 
because 
of 
personal 


problems with it," he said.

Ford Campaigns Demo 
Win Could Threaten Peace 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Ford, stepping up his per- 
sonal campaign for Republican 
candidates, is arguing that a 
big Democratic election victory 
could threaten the peace of the 
world. 


After painting this dire pic- 


ture Tuesday at a GOP rally in 
Oklahoma City, Ford stopped in 
Cleveland before returning to 
the White House and said: 


"I call on Republicans in 


Ohio and the rest of the country 
to turn out to vote on Nov. 5 
like you never have before. 
Confound the doomsayers. Fool 


the pessimistic pollsters." 


White House reporters were 


alerted just before Ford spoke 
in Oklahoma City to expect an 
important foreign policy state- 
ment. 


Ford announced no new for- 


eign policy move but, in what 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen 
said was a reference to con- 
gressional votes to soon cut off 
U.S. aid to Turkey, the Presi- 
dent said: 


"I am concerned about the 


breach of this bipartisanship 
between a Republican president 
and a Democratic Congress.

Dean Testifies He Used 
Of Secret White House 


WASHINGTON (AP) — For- 


mer White House counsel John 
W. Dean III testified at the Wa- 
tergate cover-up trial today 
that in 1972 and 1973 he made 
personal use of $4,850 with- 
drawn from a $350,000 secret 
White House fund. 


The admission was drawn out 


in cross-examination by defense 
lawyer John J. Wilson in an ap- 
parent 
effort 
to 
discredit 


Dean's character before the 
eyes of the jury. 


In two days of cross-exam- 


ination, Wilson has yet to at- 
tack the substance of Dean's 
narration of how he partici- 
pated for nine months in cov- 
ering up the Watergate scan- 
dals. 


Defense 
lawyers 
acknow- 


ledge privately that six White 
House tapes heard by the jury 
so far make it difficult to dent 
the testimony given by Dean 
during five days on the witness 
stand 
• under 
prosecution 


questioning. 


Dean testified in detail before 


the Senate Watergate com- 
mittee about his personal use of 
money from the White House 
fund. Its significance in the 
trial is how it affects the jury's 
opinion of his character and 
honesty. 


Under cross-examination to- 


day, Dean testified that $15,200 
in cash was delivered to his of- 
fice by White House aide Gor- 
don Strachan. 


Dean told the jury that on 


Oct. 12,1972, the eve of his hon- 
eymoon, he took out $4,850, part 
of which was spent on the trip 
and part of which was used for 


miscellaneous 
expenditures 


over the next six months. 


Wilson repeatedly questioned 


Dean about the propriety of us- 
ing the funds without advising 
anyone at the White House. 


"For a period of six months 


you used money that didn't be- 
long to you, didn't you?" Wil- 
son saked. 


Dean: "Yes, sir," 
Dean's blonde wife, Maureen, 


was present in the courtroom 
as he described the use of the 
funds. 


The former White House 


counsel acknowledged that al- 
though he placed a $4,850 check 
written to cash in his office 
safe with the balance of the 
funds, there was not an ade- 
quate balance in his checking 
account to cover that amount. 


Dean said, however, that he 


had other personal funds, in- 
cluding a stock brokerage ac- 
count totaling $80,000 at one 
point, which he was prepared 
to use to account for the $4,850. 


Dean said that in April 1973, 


he informed his lawyer about 
the $4,850 and the more than 
$10,000 remaining in the cash 
originally placed in his White 
House safe. 


Dean said the total $15,200 is 


now held in a noqinterest bear- 
ing account in a bank in subur- 
ban Rockville, Md. 


Meanwhile, there was an in- 


dication Tuesday that former 
President Richard M. Nixon 
may testify in the trial. His at- 
torney, Herbert J. Miller, asked 
for transcripts of White House 
tape recordings used in the 
trial so Nixon can prepare his 


testimony. 


Nixon has been subpoenaed 


by defendants Haldeman and 
John D. Ehrlichman, and Mil- 
ler told U.S. District Judge 
John J. Sirica in a motion: 


"It .. . may be anticipated 


that he will be questioned in de- 
tail about events and conversa- 
tions extending back at least 
2% years." 


Miller said the tapes will be 


part of the court record by the 
time Nixon testifies and that 
the request "represents a rea- 
s o n a b 1 e , simple 
accom- 


modation, making it possible 
for Mr. Nixon to begin at once 
the necessary and helpful re- 
freshing of his memory." 


In Tuesday's testimony, Wil- 


son drew an admission from 
Dean that while the original 
Watergate burglars were being 
tried in January 
1973, he 


shredded two notebooks, which 
came from the White House 
^afe of E. Howard Hunt Jr. 


Hunt, then among the origi- 


nal seven Watergate defend- 
ants, had compiled names and 
addresses of men who had 
helped in the 1971 break-in at 
the office of Daniel Ellsberg's 
psychiatrist, 
according 
to

Business Should Share Inflation Fi 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 


Edmund S. Muskie has pro- 


EDMUND S. MUSKIE 


posed requiring business to pay 
a share of the cost of fighting 
inflation and recession as a ma- 
jor part of a Democratic al- 
ternative to President Ford's 
proposals. 


Sharply critical of Ford's 


suggested economic remedies, 
the Maine Democrat said Tues- 
day night, "If the President 
wants Americans to eat less, 
drive less and demand less, he 
should be prepared to ask some 
of them to charge less." 


Muskie spoke on NBC-TV in a 


speech billed as the Democratic 
response to Ford's address a 
week earlier in Kansas City. 


The senator called for the 


Federal 
Reserve Board to 


pump more money into the 
economy in order to make 
credit more easily available for 
housing and small business. 
And he demanded firm presi- 


dential pressure on business 
and labor leaders to depress 
wage and price increases. 


"I would like to see the Pres- 


ident meet regularly with busi- 
ness and labor leaders in all 
major sectors of the economy 
to work out guidelines for ac- 
tion and agreements for re- 
straint," Muskie said. 


"A temporary cut in payroll 


(Social Security) taxes to help 
fatten pay envelopes should be 
a central part of a trade-off to 
help moderate wage demands. 


"But let us be clear that if 


vigorous, voluntary wage-and 
price-control efforts fail, man- 
datory action must be taken." 


The thrust of Muskie's speech 


was much the same as one last 
week in which Senate Demo- 
cratic Leader Mike Mansfield 
recommended a stronger gov- 
ernmental role against inflation 


and recession. Mansfield's re- 
marks were in response to 
Ford's message spelling out his 
economic proposals, whose cen- 
terpiece was a 5 per cent sur- 
tax on middle-and upper-in- 
come Americans and on corpo- 
rations. 


Opposing the 5 per cent sur- 


tax, Muskie, chairman of the 
Senate Budget Committee, said 
many Americans believe "they 
have been sacrified to ... Re- 
publican economic policies of 
inflation control by recession: 
that their jobs, their standard 
of living, their hopes and their 
dreams are being sacrificed by 
this administration." 


He said Ford's plea to bal- 


ance family budgets and to 
save more is cruel advice to 
families whose paycheck will 
not cover bare necessities. 


Muskie offered these alterna- 


tives: 


—A national policy of wage- 


price restraint aimed at assur- 
ing businessmen that labor and 
materials costs will moderate 
and workers that the cost of 
living will become manageable. 


—Tax equity for all, including 


increases in the minimum tax 
on the wealthy and in estate 
taxes. 


—Significant efforts to attack 


the high price of oil, including 
finding alternative fuels and de- 
manding that automobile manu- 
facturers improve gas mileage 
within two years. 


—Making sure that any belt- 


tightening by cutting federal 
spending takes into full account 
"whose middle gets squeezed."

These routes are used 


primarily by photo recon- 
naissance pilots of the 67th 
Tactical Reconnaissance 
Wing here. Routes are 
purposely designed to avoid 
populated areas and are 
confined to rural locations at 
operating altitudes, between 


500 and 1,500 feet. Although 
these routes continue much 
the 
same 
as 
those 


established May 29, 1973, 
there have been changes 
caused by environmental 
and ecological factors. 


The width of the routes 


being flown is five nautical 
miles either side of a center 
line. Airports within a 20- 
mile radius on any side of the 
routes have been notified to 
post notices of the location of 
the routes for the benefit of 
local pilots. 


The Wing presently flies 


an average of 40 flights per 
day in RF-4C Phantom jets, 


which carry no weapons, 
with normal 
use between 


noon and midnight. 


Waco 291 extends nor- 


theasterly southeast of 
Corsicana within 20-miles of 
the local airport on a pattern 
angling toward Texarkana 
doubling back northwest 
between Paris and Hugo, 
Okla., and thence west to 
north of Dallas.

Cumbie said the route has 
been plotted by latitude and 
longitude on charts which 
are posted at the airport. 


"We've been getting the 


routes and charting them for

in a spot survey last week that 
they 
prefer 
the "radical" 


mastectomy, and one says he 
prefers 
the 
"simple" 


mastectomy. 


Both Mrs. Ford and Mrs. 


Rockefeller 
underwent 


"radical" mastectomies. 


The 
simple 
mastectomy 


involves only the removal of the 
breast, while in the radical 
proceedure, the breast as well 
as surrounding muscles are 
removed. 


Dr. Lowell Campbell said 


that he preferred, along with 
many 
doctors 
around 
the 


country, 
the 
simpler 


procedure. 


"MANY 
DOCTORS 
are 


coming around to the idea that 
the simpler procedure is as 
effective and sometimes more 


effective than the radical one," 
he said, "since it's not as 
mutilating. 


"I am beginning to feel that 


the simple mastectomy gives a 
happier patient and is just as 
effective as the radical." 


Dr. Louis Gibson said that he 


preferred 
the 
radical 


mastectomy. "I've been per- 
forming them since 1947, and 
I'm 
well-satisfied 
with the 


results," he stated. 


"Besides, a radical, properly 


done, is not deforming. It's the 
best chance of a cure, and I use 
them in 95 per cent of my 
cases." Dr. Gibson added that 
in about five per cent of 
"highly-selective" cases, he 
used the simple mastectomy. 
"But you'll notice the type of 
surgery both Mrs. Ford and 
Mrs. Rockefeller had." 


DR. J.H. Barnebee said he 


also 
used 
the 
radical 


mastectomy. 


"Yes, ma'am," he said fir- 


mly. "When you've got only one 
shot, you might as well play the 
ace."

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Signs, Mailboxes Vandalism Targets 


Local officials don't all agree 


on whether vandalism is on the 
increase here or not, but they 
concur that vandalism is a 
persistent headache and one 
they won't hesitate to go to 
court on. 


Delma Ware, director of the 


city's department of municipal 
services, says he feels the 
problem is "not as bad as it 
used to be," while other of- 
ficials who deal with the 
problem indicate the frequency 
of such vandalism remains 
fairly constant. 


According to Ware, Cor- 


sicana street sign vandalism is 
basically two-fold, the defacing 
and destruction of warning 
signs and the theft of these 
yield and stop signs along with 
street name signs that might be 
of individual interest, such as 
Mamie Ave. and Don St. Ware 
also reports that Love Ave. 
signs are still in demand. 


WARE attributes what he 


sees as a decline in vandalism 
as the result of new signs that 
are "a lot harder to get off the 
posts."

city sends its employes out to 
replace or repair the signs. 


Not only is the vandalism 


costly to city taxpayers, but, 
Police Chief Don Massey says it 
can prove costly to the vandals 
also if they are caught. Vandals 
can be fined up to $200 in the 
Municiapl Court, and if they 
are particularly destructive, 
over $200 worth of damage, 
they can be turned over to the 
county and may be assessed 
jail terms. 


Massey sees the problem as 


somewhat constant, 
saying 


"there's usually so much each 
year." But he adds that some 
times are worse than others, 
Halloween particularly, and 
that "every now and then there 
seems to be a siege on the 
signs." 


STREET signs are not the 


only vandalized items that 
Massey must contend with, and 
he cites the frequent shootings 
of plate glass windows and 
street lights earlier this year 
and last year's attacks on the 
cemeteries as other indicents of 
wanton destruction. 


While city 
sign vandals 


concentrate on stop signs and 
the like, those in the county are

particularly

Fighting Crime By Old-fashioned Horseback 


EL PASO, Tex. (AP) - It 


was almost like something out 
of the Old West. 


Police officers Reyes Domi- 


nguez and George Youakim 
were on routine patrol in El 
Paso's Memorial Park when 
they spotted several persons in 
the back yard of a house. 


Suspecting they were wet- 


backs, the policemen sped on 
horseback to make an arrest 
and, with the help of neighbor- 
hood residents, coralled the 
five susprised, 
burglary-tool 


equipped persons after a short 
chase. 


The arrest sounds routine, 


but the fact that Dominguez 
and Youakim are members of 
the El Paso Mounted Patrol 
and made the capture on horse- 
back makes the case sparkle 
with thoughts of horseback 
peace officers of another centu- 
ry. 


The city's mounted patrol has 


existed for more than two 
months and already the offi- 
cers, all volunteers, 
have 


shown enthusiasm for the 
change. 


While much of the patrol's 


function is public relations, in- 
teresting and unusual arrests 
have been made utilizing the 


horses' agility. 


Dominguez and Youakim 


were patrolling on a street 
when they were notified of a 
fight in a hearby store.

The officers found a Drug 


Enforcement Agency agent at- 
tempting to arrest a man. 


The mounted 
patrolmen 


quickly sealed off doors by 
positioning their steeds across 
the openings and helped the 
agent make the arrest. 


Officer 
Richard 
Edens 


chased a wetback 
into a 


downtown alley and pinned the 
suspect to the wall. 


"His eyes were bugged out 


that big," said Edens, using his 
hands to show the appearance, 
"with the horse this far from 
him," and Edens gestured 
again to show a distance of 
inches. 


The patrolmen ride both 


quarterhorses and thorough- 


breds. 


The maneuverability of a 


horse in the confined spaces of 
the city make the animals espe- 
cially suited to pursuit of sus- 
pects on foot. 


And, 
despite the noise and 


commotion,of the downtown 
area, officers say the horses 
are well behaved and usually 
not bothered by the activity. 


The officers said the horses 


have been well received by per- 
sons encountered on patrol. 


The reaction by citizens is 


similar to that of the elderly 
couple who asked two of the 
officers to pose with their 


horses for photographs. 


The horses presented ob- 


stacles from some of the of- 
ficers. Only two of the group 
had ever done serious riding 
before. 


'...horses presented 
obstacles for some 


of the officers.' 


Horsemanship, however, was 


not among requirements for 
men who volunteered. The only 
requirements were two years 
on the force and an interview 


before a screening board. Of 
about 30 who applied, eight 
were accepted.

The Feminin Way 


Of Handling Money 


NEW HAVEN, Conn. (AP) 


— Using words like "agog" 
and "aghast" to describe 
women and their finances, 
feminist Susan Osborne has 
set out to lend women money 
and teach them how to use it, 
rather than to be intimidated 
by it. 


She and Karen Wynn, both 


from New Haven, are co- 
managers of the Connecticut 
Feminist Federal Credit 
Union, a cooperative effort. 


"Our loan policies are dic- 


tated by feminist priorities," 
Ms. Osborne said in an inter- 
view. 


"Women do not have the 


same accessibility to money, 
to credit in the state and the 
nation," as do men, she said. 
She agreed that it has never 
been 
documented 
ex- 


tensively but "it's such a 
well-known 
fact 
among 


women." 


For example, she ex- 


plained, there was the 54- 
year-old woman who — with 
15 years of employment 
behind her and an annual 
gross of about $6,500 — was 
denied an automobile loan 
unless her father signed for 
it. He was 84 years old. 


Another Connecticut case, 


said the 26-year-old money 
manager who prefers the 
title Ms., was that of the 26- 
year-old woman working for 
a Bridgeport bank. She had

training 


program and asked to take 
out a car loan. She was asked 
to get her father as a 


cosigner, Ms. Osborne said.

coworkers first considered 
the idea for the project, 
which she said is the first 
feminist credit union in the 
Northeast and the fourth in 
the country, they surveyed 
150 New Haven women. 


"Half of them have been 


turned down for loaas or had 
problems getting loans. Just

discrimination," Ms. Os- 
borne said. 


"We were aghast. It's 


kind of really apparent that 
we've got a tiger by the tail. 
We're referring people to the 
state Human Rights and 
Opportunities Commission."

NEW YORK ( A P i - Produc- 


tivity may bo the key to solving 
many of America's economic 
problems, say many bus- 
nessrnen surveyed nationwide 
by The Associated Press. 


Their theory holds that the 


way to enjoy a rising standard 
of living is to make better goods 
and supply better services at 
lower costs. It means more 
inventions, new ideas, and 
harder work. 


"There is no way to enlarge 


the pie for labor, business and 
society without an increase in 
the key factor: productivity," 
says C. Jackson Grayson, one 
of former President Nixon's 


economic advisers, in his book 
"The Confessions of a Price 
C o n t r o l l e r . " 
Economists 


roughly 
compute national 


productivity by comparing 
prices 
with 
wages. 
For 


example, if wages increased 5 
per cent a year, and prices 2 
per cent a year, then produc- 
tivity can be likened to the U per 
cent difference. 


Put 
simply, 
increased 


productivity gives the workers' 
paycheck more buying power. 
It also dampens inflation by 
providing a greater supply of 
goods. 


Productivity has been declin- 


ing recently, and price gains 


have been outstripping wage 
increases. 


"The problem of productivity 


is one of the things that wi)j 
stay with us until people realize 
it is at the root of the problems 
we face today," says Pilchard 
Marcus, president of Dallas' 
Nieman-Marcus 
department 


store. "We simply have not 
been ingenious enough in devis- 
ing ways and the technology to 
keep the cost per unit down."

Milk Producers Sue 
Man For $31,000 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (AP) - 


An insurance agent has been 
sued by Associated Milk Pro- 
ducers, Inc., the nation's larg- 
est dairy cooperative, for $31,- 
000 the co-op says was mis- 
appropriated during the regime 
of deposed general manager 
Harold Nelson. 


Neither the suit nor an inde- 


pendent investigative report of 
the co-op's activities say what 
the $31,000 went for. 


The defendant in the suit is 


Joe Nigrelle, a wartime friend 
of Nelson who wrote most of the 
cooperative's insurance pol- 
icies until Nelson left office in 
early 1972. 


The suit, filed earlier this 


month, is the second in which 
Associated Milk Producers 
tries to reclaim money it says 
was misappropriated under 
Nelson. The other suit names 
Nelson as defendant and seeks 
the return of more than $300,000 
from him. 


The suit against Nelson says 


the more than $300,000 was di- 
rected by Nelson to be dis- 
bursed out of corporate funds to 
a 
fundraiser for 
former 


President Nixon, to the cam- 
paigns of Senators Hubert 
Humphrey 
and 
Edmund 


Muskie and several other 
candidates for federal office 
between 1968 and 1971. 


Nelson, as well as the co-op, 


has pleaded guilty to par- 
ticipating in schemes to con- 


tribute 
corporate 
funds

13, 19G8, for $31,000. 


The suit claims, "At Nelson's 


instance and request, defen- 
dant (Nigrelle), knowing that 
the proceeds thereof were to be 
misappropriated to non-corpo- 
rate purposes, cashed the 
check and transmitted the 
proceeds to Nelson in $100 
bills." 


The co-op says the "wrongful 


appropriation ... was not dis- 
covered until 1973." 


The Wright Report quotes 


Negrelle as saying he did not 
know why Nelson wanted the 
money back nor did he ask Nel- 
son what the money was for. 
The report says co-op records 
at the time reflected the money 
was for "insurance purposes." 


Kissinger In Moscow To 
Discuss Nuclear Arms 


MOSCOW (AP) - Secretary 


of State Henry A. Kissinger ar- 
rives in Moscow today for an- 
other attempt to move the So- 
viet and U.S. governments to- 
ward an agreement to curtail 
the nuclear arms race. But 
Western observers doubt any 
dramatic breakthrough is like- 
ly. 


Kissinger is believed to have 


sent the Kremlin new proposals 
to get the strategic arms limi- 
tation talks (SALT) moving 
again, including a schedule of 
suggested limits on the produc- 
tion of offensive missiles. 


Soviet Communist party chief 


Leonid I. Brezhnev has given 
no indication what his response 
might be. But the prospect, in 
the view of Western observers, 
is for more difficult bargaining 
in the second round of SALT 
talks, which opened in Geneva 
last month and then recessed to 
await the outcome of Kissin- 
ger's third visit to Moscow this 
year. 


Also on the American secre- 


tary's agenda are the future of 
Arab-Israeli peace negotiations 
and the possibility of a get-ac- 
q u a i n t e d meeting between 
Brezhnev and President Ford 
during Ford's visit to the Far 
East next month. 


In the first round of SALT ne- 


gotiations in 1972, the United 
States and the Soviet Union 
agreed on a permanent limita- 
tion of defensive missile sys- 
tems, known as ABMs. But luii- 


its on offensive nuclear arms 
were only agreed on through 
1977. 


The two governments have 


agreed in principle that this 
pact should be renegotiated to 
extend its life through 1985. 
During his visit last March, 
Kissinger tried to achieve a 
"conceptual breakthrough" but 
failed, and at their meeting last 
summer Brezhnev and former 
President Richard M. Nixon 
could only agree that a new 
agreement should be "com- 
pleted at the earliest possible 
date." 


Meanwhile, the Russians are 


pushing ahead with nuclear 
missile development in an at- 
tempt to match the American 
technology which has produced 
the multiple-headed missiles 
known as MIRVs. A new round 
of Soviet missile tests has be- 
gun hi the Pacific. 


Associated Press correspond- 


ent Barry Schweid reported 
from Washington Tuesday that 
Kissinger will view the Soviet 
response to his proposals for 
arms negotiations as a test of 
Brezhnev's interest in promot- 
ing detente with the new Amer- 
ican administration. 


Kissinger leaves Moscow Sun- 


day and goes to India and Paki- 
stan. He will also visit Iran, 
possibly the Middle East and 
Turkey, and will address the 
world food conference opening 
in Rome Nov. 5. 


Cattleman Says Only Fittest 
Survive In Cattle Feeding 


AMARILLO, Tex. (AP) - A 


Colorado cattleman says profit- 
ability will eventually return to 
the cattle feeding industry, but 
only the fittest will survive un- 
til that time. 


"Those that survive will be 


those that buy, produce and sell 
efficiently," Kenneth Monfort, 
president of the nation's largest 
cattle feeding operation, said 
Tuesday. 


"It will be those that can at- 


tract the finances to make the 
operation 
feasible 
whether 


those finances be investor 
mon- 


ey, in paper stock or livestock, 
borrowings or owners of live- 
stock. 


"It will be the operator that 


can show profits to himself or 
to whom ever he is feeding 
for." 


Appearing before the con- 


ventioning Texas Cattle Fee- 
ders Association, Monfort of 
Greeley, Colo., said: 


"In this very sick industry of 


ours in these years that it will 
take to rebuild, it would be my 
hope that for our good, for your 
good, for the good of the pro- 
ducers, for the good of the pub- 
lic, we can build a new in- 
dustry based on the soundness 
of cattle feeding, the economic 
reasons why it is viable and 
that we ignore the crap-shoot 
and tax gimmick." 


Monfort predicted that con- 


sumer prices will be under 
pressure for three years but 
added, "this industry will get 
profitable." 


Also addressing the cattle- 


men was Sen. John Tower, R- 
Tex., who said the war on in- 
flation can best be fought by 
the citizenry, not the govern- 
ment. 


"And if you will raise enough 


hell about it, Congress will cut 
federal spending," he said. 
"Chances are not realistic that 
the government will cut spend- 
ing unless the people demand 
it." 


Chatting with newsmen ear- 


lier, the senior Texas senator 
said if he were a reporter, he 
would attempt to enlighten the 
citizenry about the economics 
of the foundering cattle in- 
dustry. 


"The 
average 
housewife 


probably has the idea that the 
reason she is paying a high 
price for beef is because the 
cattlemen is charging a high 
price and making a big profit," 
he said. 


"This is not the case. Any in- 


vestigative reporter worth his 
salt knows that!" 


He was asked then who is to 


blame for skyrocketing beef 
prices. 


"I hope we can find out," he 


said. "I'm not enough of an ex- 
port ... I don't have the staff 
or the resources to probe this 
myself. 


"The 
Council on Wages and 


Price Stabilization is doing it 
right now. When they come up 
with some facts and figures 
maybe we can act to correct 
the problem." 


Meanwhile, he suggested, the 


news media could be doing a 
better job of covering issues 
confronting this country today. 


"As long as the Watergate is- 


sue is hanging around, the 
mass media are going to subor- 
dinate other important issues 
..." he said. "I think the ten- 
dency is to cover those matters 
that are sensational ... and 
perhaps not present both sides 
of the question."
